LETTER FROM SENATOR MASON.

To the Editoy of the © Winchester Virginjan.”
The question has been freqaently put to
me, what positicn will Virginin vecupy,
should the Ordinance of Secession be reject-
ed by the people at the approaching elec-|
tion? And the frequency of the question
may bean excuse for giving publicity tu the
answer,

The Ordinacce of Sccession withdrew the
State of Virginia from the Union, with all
the consequences resulting from the separs-
tion, It annulled the Constitation and the
laws of the United Sfates, within the limits
of this State, and ahsolved the citizens of
Virginia, from all obligation of vbedience to
them.

 Ilence it {ullows,—it this Ordinance be
rejected by the peop e, the State of Virgioia
will remain in the Upion, and the people of
tha State will remain bound by the Consti-
tution of the Unired States—and obedience
to the Government and the luws of the Uni-
ted States, will be fully and  rightfolly en-
furced agsinst them.

1o follows, of conrse, that in the war now
curried on by the Governmeuot of the United |
Stutes agrainst the seceded States, Virginin
must immediately change sides, and under
the orders of that Government turn herarins
against her Southern sisters,

From this there can be no eseape. Asa
member of the Union, wll her resources of
men and money will be at ooce at the coms-
mand of the Government of the Union.

Again: For utual defence, immediately
wlter the Ordisance of Sceession puassed, &
treaty, or “wilitary league,” was formed by
the Convention, in the name of the veople
of Virginia, with the “Confederate States”
ol the Senth—by which, the latter were
pound o march to the aid of our State,
gyninst the invasion of the Federal Govern-
ment.  And we have now in Virginia, at
Marpes’s Ferry, and at Norfulk, in face of
the eommaon foe, several thousand of the
sallant sons of South Caroling, of Alabams,
of Louisiana, Georgin and Mississippi, who
hastened to fulfil the covenant thev made,
and are ready and eager to luy down their
lives, side by side with our sons, in defence
of the soilof Vircinia,

Il the Ordinance of Seeession is rejected,
not only will this “military league” be unnul-
led, hut it will have been made a trap, t
inveigle our generous defenders ingo the
hunds of their enemies.

Yirginia remaiving in the Union, duty,
and loyalty to her obligations to the Union,
will require, that those Southern forees shall
not be permitted to leave the State, but shall
he delivered up to the Government of the
Uninn : and those who refuse to do so, will
be guilty of treason, wud be justly doeltwith
as traitors.

Treason awainst the United Srates eonsists
as well “in adhering to itsenemies, and giv-
ingr them aid,” as in levying war,

i it be asked, what sre those to do, who
in thair eonsciences cannot vote to separate
Vivginia [rom the United States—the answer
is simple und plain—honor and duty, alike
require, that they should not vote on the
question—and if they refain such upinivns,
they muut leave the Starte,

None ean donbt or question the truth of
what I have written, and none can vote
wuninet the Ordinance of Secession, who do
not therchy, (whecther ignorantly or other-
wisa) vote to pluce himsell and his State in
the position 1 have indieated.

Surwos, Va., May 16 —Our county may
have been somewhat slow in her movements
towards preparation for the threatened iu-
vasion from the North, but her action has
not been delayed by indifference or lack of
 proper appreciation of her responsibility
in this crisis.
